I have instructed the engraver to prepare the two sets of impression of our coins in aluminum 
desired by you. They will be forwarded on Monday next. I will send you at the same time and 
impression in wax of the Field Medal. The dies are finished and are undergoing a close examination 
to see of the devices are strictly correct. When this is done they will be hardened an we shall then be 
ready to strike the Medal. We cannot take an impression in any kind of metal until the dies have been 
hardened. In the course of next week we hope to be able to strike the gold medal and a few copies in 
bronze.
